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DETAILED ACTION 

Change of Examiner 

1 . Note the change of Examiner in the present application. The Art Unit number 
(1624) remains the same. 

Specification 

2. It is requested that a status paragraph referring to the applicants' PCT application 
be added as the first paragraph of the specification. 

Response to Amendment 

3. The Response of September 29, 2004 (and supplemental responses of October 
18, 2004, November 2, 2004 and November 29, 2004) added new claims 18 and 19. 
Accordingly, the claims now pending are claims 1-8 and 11-19. 

4. Claims 13-15, drawn to chemical intermediates, stand withdrawn from further 
consideration as being to a nonelected invention. 

5. In view of the amendments and arguments presented in the Response, all the 
rejections of record except for the obviousness-type double patenting rejection have 
been overcome. 
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Obviousness-type Double Patenting 

6. Claims 1-8, 11, 12 and 16-19 are again rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-19 
of U.S. Patent No. 6,448,277 for the reasons of record. Applicants indicated in their 
Remarks that this issue will be addressed upon indication of allowable subject matter. 
The claims are now allowable except for this issue.
